John Dreeland Leaves Sickbed 
to Crawl From Window 
Along Ledge. 








While walking in his sleep at 4:30 Sat- 


urday morning, John Dreeland, 80 years 
who had been unable to leave his 
bed for two days, .climbed out of a 
third-story window of a house at 1026 
Seuth Eighth street, crawled 12 feet 
along a frail coping seven inches wide, 
and clung for 25 minutes to a rain gut- 


ter, until a fire company ten blocks 


away was summoned to the rescue. 
While Dreeland, whose senses had re- 
turned to him, hung in his perilous po- 
sition 40 feet above the street, James 
Crawley, I'imcthy Connolly and James 
Murnaugh, inmates of the house, took 
turns in holding the old man by his cut- 
stretched arm, which they could bare- 
ly reach by leaning far out of the win- 
dow. 

After almost half an hour of. peril, he 
was carried down a ladder by Lieut. 
Joseph Ogulin and Fireman Thomas 
Minahan of Company No. 15, stationed 
at Broadway and Vuientine street. He 
is at the City Hospital, suffering from 
exposure and shock. 

Walked in His Sleep. 

Dreeland had been confined to his 
room on the third fioor, unable to walk, 
for two days, as the result of a fall 
down a flight of stairs. The window 
of his room, which faces on the street, 
was closed as usual Friday night. 
Early Saturday morning Dreeland, fast 
asleep, arose from bed and raised the 
window. Clad only in a pair of trousers 
and a thin undershirt, he crawled out 
on the narrow ledge. He was 12 feet 
from the window when he awoke and 
found himself sitting on the coping, 
with his feet swinging in the air. He 
began screaming for help. 
His cries were heard by Jack Kin- 
sella, a private watchman. Kinsella 
called to the old man to cling fast to 
the gutter and roused the inmates of 
the house, who rushed to the room trom 
which Dreeland had come. Immediately 
the impossibility of assisting him to re- 
turn the way he had gone was seen. 
The coping was too frail to support the 
weight of two men, and Dreeland, weak 
from terror, feared to make the at- 
tempt alone. 

Carried Down Ladder. 

Crawley icaned far out of the window 
and grasped the ol man’s hand, and 
Kinsella ran to summon the fire depart- 
ment. While Crawley, Connolly and 
Murnaugh, each in turn, held Dreeland 
“ast, he pleaded piteousiy with them not 
to let him fall. 

When the hook and ladder company 
arrived Ogulin and Minahan ascended 
the ladder, and after tieing a rope 
iround the old man, carried him sown 
ne ladder.

Western Union Telegraph Co. must 


appear before Judge Martin in the 
Circuit Court here Jan, 6, under an 
order he issued this morning, and 
show cause why it should not be com- 
pelled to pay license in Missouri. 

This order was issued on a petition 
by Attorney-General Hadley, whose 
attention was called by Secretary of 
State Swanger to the fact that the 
Western Union never has paid a H- 
cense in Missouri, although the Post- 
al Telegraph Co. does. The Western 
Union has refused on the ground that 
the Federal laws exempt it from ob- 
servance of State regulatons. It is a 
New York corporation. 

Mr. Uadley asked that the company 
be forced to make a statement of its 
business, and the proportion of its 
capital stock Invested in Missouri, so 
that the amount of license to be paid 
may be determined. He asked also 
that a copy of its charter or articles 
of association be filed. The license is 
$50 for the first $10,000 capital invest- 
ed in Missouri, and $5 for each $10,000 


over that.

Woodward and Gréves had been to- 
gether for an hour In Mr. Groves’ of- 
fice, discussing the paper’s financial 
condition.

Horn fired at him and eh fell, shot in 
the right hip. Eight or ten persons were 
in the large room. 

‘‘] Have Been Robbed, 

Horn handed his revolver to Willis 
King, an editorial writer, picked up his 
hat and, with the words “I have been 
robbed,”’ left the building at the Tenth 
street entrance.

Groves formerly was managing edit- 
or of the old Kansas City Times when 
that paper was owned by Judge J. Lee 
Chrisman and A. A. Lesueur, formerly 
Secretary of State.

Crazed by Death of an Auni, 
She Tries to “Take Chil- 
dren to Heaven.” | 





TIED THEM.TO HERSELF 
Policemtan Hears Cries and 
Rescues Them From River 
Des: Peres. 





Carrying her year-old baby in her 
arms and with her three other children 
tied to her with ropes, Mrs. Marguerite 
Deters, aged 28, of 4670 Alaska avenue, 
waded into-the River des Peres under 
the Keystone Bridge near Alabama and 
Catalan streets at 2 a. m. Saturday to. 
drown herself and babies. Her own 
screams and those of the children as 
they plunged into the cold water attrict- 
ed the attention,of Policeman Reynolds 
of the Carondelet Station, and he pre 
vented Mrs. Deters from carrying At 
her purpose. 

Mrs. Déters left home. with the chil- 
dren tied to her at 6:30 p. m. She had. 
wandered around for hours before fully. 
making up her mind. to drown herseif 
and children. 

The children Wwerg almost dead from: 
fatigue and exposure whtn Policeman 
Reynolds rescued them trom the water.’ 

Reynolds was standing at Marceau: 
and Alabama streets at 2 a. m. wher 
he first heard the screams of one of 
the children, quickly followed by the 
erfes of the woman. He. ran in the 
direction from which the screams came. 

Trying to Pull Them in. 

Arriving at the bridge, ae was star- 
tled to see Mrs, Deters standing in the 
water a few feet west of the structure, 
tugging af the ropes trying to pull the 
children’ in with her. He scrambled 
down the bank and quickly made the 
rescue. The water in the river was not 
more than three feet deep at any point 
near the bridge. 

Marguerite, the oldest child, aged 7, 
had been pulled into the water, ankle 
deep, by the rope with which she wus 
securely bound to her mother. I’rank, 
aged 3, was at ‘the very brlak vf the 
water, while Henrietta. aged 5, was 
stil on dry ground. The children were 
pulling back vigorously trying io keep 
out of the cold water, wihiile the mother 
was insisting that they must go with 
her to heaven. 

The child she carrted in her arms was 
Aurelia, 1 year old. Mrs, Deters is the 
wife of Franl:- Detars, a clerk for the 
Meyer Bros. Drug Co. She has been 
suffering from mentM® ticuble for the 
past seven months, following the death 
hi ttrefnnatt ot her aunt, Mrs. Margret 
Ostentian; with whom Mrs. Deters Hved 
while she. was a child.

Policeman, Reynolds, after pulling 
Mrs. Deters and the children out of the 
water with the rope by which she had 
fastened them to her, took her to -the 
Carondelet Police.

Deters-called at the hospital Saturday 
morning and took the children home. As 
Reynolds was taking the woman and 
the. children to .the police station he 
stopped at the home of Dr. E. L. Rich-

The pnysician said there was ; Sethirs 
the matter with the. children, except 
that they were almost frozei: from their 
long exposure.

Figures Quoted Show Fast 
Train on Time but Five 
of 123 Days. 


ASK APPEAL TO GOULD 








Postmaster-General Addressed 
After Railway Commis- 
sion Fails to Act.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 93.—Of ine 
7000 miles of tracks owned by the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Co. there are not 
200 miles of safe track in it all, ac- 
cerding~ to the complaint filed today 
with Postmaster-General Meyer by the 
National Urton of Rallway Trackmen, 
through J. I. Sheppard, national! sccre- 
tary. Accompanving the complaint are 
6? photographs of the track. 

Mismanagement, it 1s charged, has a!- 
lowed the company’s lines to decay. 

In addition to rotten tes, old and 
worn-out rails on many parts of the 
road, the spikes can be pulled from the 
decayed ties with the fingers, the tr aci- 
men charge. 

Among the 
lowing: 

The railroad company has not e¢:n- 
ployed a sufficient nutnber of men to 
perform the work of keeping the tracks 
<n safe condition; nas no: furnished suf- 
ficient matertal with which to make 
repairs and, as a result, the Missouri 
Pacific is operating its trains over 
tracks that @re extremeiy dangerous. 

Trains Seldom orm Time. 

A schedule is filed showing the aver- 
age time in Kansas City of the ‘“‘Colo- 
rado Limited,’’ the Missourl Pacitic’s 
fast mail train from Colorado. lI'rom 
June 1 to Nov. 1, 1907, a total of 153 
days, the train arrived on time in Kan- 
sas City only five times. It was late a 
total for the five months of 458 hours, 
or 1 full days of HM hours each. [: 
many instances the mail clerks falled 
10 note the cause of delay, but out of 
the total ef 153 days the record shows 
that 94 of the delays were caused by 
wrecks and bad track. 

The complaint states: 

“Wei have taken this train fer the 
reason that it is one of the company’s 
principal mail cars, and for the further 
reason that the road over which it runs 
is laid through a prairie country where 
there are no hille, mountains, swamps 
wr dangerous streams of water.”’ 

“If anything the ‘Colorado Iimited,' 
-whose record is herewith given, head 
less delays than the other mail trains 
en this company’s lines. 

Mail Clerks Hampered. 

“Your mall clerks, as a rule, travel in 
flimsy, wooden cars; they are not 
given the opportunity that passengers 
and railway employes have of escaping 
in time of wreck. The Government pays 
this company large sums of money for 
carrying mails and there undoubtedly 
is some way for you to compel them to 
place their tracks in safe condition, so 
that the lives of your emploves will be 
safeguarded and the mails properly de- 
livered. 

“Your complainant suggests that if 
the postal department will take this 
matter up with George Gould, prest- 
dent of the road, he will probably see 
to it that this property is put in safe 
condition for the transportation of pas- 
sengers and maliis.’’ 

The complainant says similer com- 
plaints have been filed with the rall- 
Way commissi:ners of Missouri, Kan- 
gas, Nebraska and Oklahoma, and since 
then the company has only made a pre- 
tenee at making repairs, having sent out 
orders to cover up Lroken tiles. 

The trackmen’s organization is for 
the purpose of securing fair wages and 
Just treatment, and also to secure the 
safest possible conditions for the opera- 
tion of railroad trains.

Hed Forgotten the Note. 

“1 do hope to joln the Salvation 
Army.” she said Saturday, “and I went 
to work with the view of earnfhg 
enough money to buy a uniform. But I 
did not intend to kidnap the children. | 
wrote the note in a fit of ubdsent-mind- 
ednese and thought it had been de- 
stroyed. I had forg.tten about having 
written it when I started with the chil- 
dren to spend the day in the country.” 

Mrs. Lily B. Johnson. 1720 Coleman 
street, a sister of Lurrena Myers, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter of the voung 
girl's religious enthusiestn.

SLAYER. HOLDS 
3000 IN TERROR 
WITH WEAPON 


Crowds of Car Workers See 
Foreman Shot to Death 
at Baden. 








Ernest Hraziel, a discharged employe 
of the St. Leuis Car Co. plant in Baden, 
terrorized 3000 workmen after he had 
shot his foreman to death in view of all 
of them Saturday morning. With his 
buck against a wall of the assembling 
rvom in the immense and his 


emoking revolver threatening the crowd 
of terrified men, he defied arrest until 
two policemen arrived 20 minutes later 
and captured him by strategr. 

William Schrauek, the foreman, who 
dismissed Hraziel r'riday afternoon for 
incompetency, was instantly killed, the 
bullet entering bis heart. Hragiel is un- 
der arrest atethe Baden Police Substa- 
tion. He says Schrauek abused him 
and had no valid reason for discharging 
him. 

Hrazie! later told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Schrauek kicked him before 
the shot was fired and struck him on 
the shoulder. He said it was his ‘“‘duty’’ 
to kil] the foreman. 

Hraziel formerly was ea blacksmith, 
but has been emploved at the car works 
several weeks as machinist. Schrauek 
complained that his work was unsatis- 
factory and told him Friday afternoen 
that his services would not be needed 
further. 

At 7:30 a. m. Baturday Hraziel ap- 
peared in the hig room where the men 
“check in’’ for the day’s work. He had 
his brass time check and was about to 
register in when Schrauek stopped him. 

“I told you yesterday not to Ceme 
back here,’ the foreman said. “You 
are not working here any longer. Get 
out.”” 

Hiraziei did not reply. Wheeling upen 
the foreman, he leveled his revolver and 
fired, the flash scorching Schrauek's 
clothing. 

Terrorizes Thousands of Men. 

The room was filled with the thou- 
sands of emploves of the immense p!ant. 
Hraziel, glaring at the circie of angry 
faces, turned his weapon from one to 
another and deciared he would kill the 
first man Who laid hands on him. 

The car plant covers several blocks 
between Broadway and the river at S00 
north. One of the employes standing 
near the door siipped out and ran at 
full speed along the elevated plank walk 
tc Broadway, then to the Baden Sub- 
station, four blocks away. 

The man told the police that Hrasiel 
was a dangerous man, and they plaaned 
as they ran to the car werks a way to 
take him without endangering their 
tives or his. 

A gang of the workmen wae instruct- 
ed to make a concerted movement to- 
ward Hrazie) at a concerted signal. The 
big room gradually had cleared of work- 
men, and when Hrasiel saw the men 
approach he started forward with his 
weapon raised.

Patrelmes Laren ied oe a were 
awaiting this opportunity, slipped into 
a door behind Hrastel and ran up be- 
hind him, seizing his right arm and 
vverpowering him. the man fought 
desperately, but became qutet after he 
was disarmed.

Secretary Hammerstein of the Board

the purchase of four lots in Walnut 
Park last June by the board, which 
Circuit Attorney Sager is reported to 
be now investigating. was entirely 
regular and proper. He added that 
he can not see why the subject is be- 


ing agitated now. unless it is being 
“kept alive by some sorehead.” 

The Circuit Attorney’s interest in 
the matter is based on deeds filled at 
the Recorder's office June 28, last. 
Four show the transfer to the Board 
of Education of lots from as many 
persons in oity block 5362. The con- 
sideration in these deeds ranges from 
$1000 to $1800. 

Four other deeds filed the same day 
show the same property transferred 
to the persons making the deeds to 
the board for stated considerations 
ranging from $225 to $523. 


Pecullarity of the Dates. 

A peculiar feature of the transaction 
is reported to be that the latter four 
deeds are dated June 28, while the for- 
mer are dated June %, which would 


seem to indicate that the persons trans- 
ferring the property to the board did 
not come into full ownership of the 
lots until after they transferred them. 

Mr. Hammerstein says there is a clear 
explanation for the difference in the 
prices. 

‘The agent of the Walnut Park com- 
pany, Mr. Bowman, did not give the 
individuals in question deeds for their 
lots when they paid the first install- 
ment of their purchase price,’’ he said. 


+ “He withheld the deeds but the pur- 


moved on the lots and built 
homes there. It was the improved lots 
the board paid for, whereas it was 
only the unimproved lots that were rep- 
resented in the smaller consideration 
in the other deeds.’ 


Says Purchase Was Regular. 

Mr. Hammerstein said further that he 
purchased the lots for a price within the

She has been seen at the 
Columbia and at Forest Park High- 
lands in St. Louis, and her act always 
proved a great drawing card. 

The dancer had appeared in almosg 
every country of the world, and her 
dancing never failed to create the same 
furore that it did in St. Louis.

Her husband, William Halpin; died 
about two years ago.

Joseph W. Folk was an efficient Cireuit Attor- 
ney and he is an admirable Governor, but as a 
preacher he does not appeal to us. 

There is something out of joint in a situation 
which leads so many publicans and politicians 
irto sermonizing and: tempts parsons almost with- 
out number into stump speaking. One inevitable 
result of all this is that neither our sermons nor 
our stump speeches are as good as they should be. 

Gov. Folk’s Thanksgiving day proclamation 
reads as though it might have been prepared 
for some theocracy, and yet on close inspection 
it betrays the ’prentice hand of the layman in a 
secular office who is not quite sure either of his 
theology, his ecclesiatical authority or his con- 
gregation. 

It has always been remarked of imwators that 
they follow the worst rather than the best in 
the patterns that they set for themselves, and 
so the Governor in his Thanksgiving prayer and 
sermon is evidently guided by an example of 
what prayer and sermon ought not to be. 

Perhaps he has heard of the deacon who 
thanked the Lord for life and health, for family 
and friends, for home and country, for rich and 
abundant harvests, for fertile lands and benig- 
nant skies, for peace and order, for saving grace 
and the hope of immortality, as well as fer many 
other things, and then added: “And yet, Lord, 
notwithstanding the fact that Bill Sulloway beat 
us in a lawsuit which we ought to have won, we 
render praise and thanksgiving for all the bless- 
ings which we have enjoyed and we will appeal 
ihe case at the next term of court.” 

The Governor finds some such abatement of his 
gratitude this year in the fact that “in common 
with our sister states for the moment there is 
stringency in means of exchange,” but, like the 
deacon, he assumes that there are better times 
ahead and he generously acquits the Almighty of 
all responsibility. 

If our politicians were not preaching and if a 
good many of our preachers were not making 
stump speeches, it would be pretty well known 
that thankfulness blesses the Creator for all 
things, the seemingly bad as well as the seem- 
ingly good, and finds in everything that may be- 
fall the children of men evidence of divine wis- 
dom, mercy and justice. 

There are many different kinds of prayer. 
Prayer has been likened to the upward glancing 
of an eye; we hear of men who wrestled with the 
Lord in prayer; the poet has said that prayer is 
the burden of a sigh—the falling of a tear: 
prayer is anything and everything that is rever- 
ential and devout, but it is never a kick. 

Nevertheless, we thank God for Governor Folk, 
and indulge the pious hope that he will quit 
preaching.

SIMPLE hay cooker can be made 
A from an ordinary lard can. Firs: 
pad the bottom and sides thick 
with newspapers and then pack in the 
hay, pressing tightly to a depth cr three 
inches. Now set in the pail to be used 
for cooking and pack the hay tightls 
around it uutil even with the top. Then 
make a muslin pillow to fit the rematin- 
ing space in the can and the cooker 
is finished. Use a heavy granite pail. 
with tight lid about six inches in diam- 
eter. The cooker can be made in an 
hour and is unexcelled for cereals or 
anything requiring slow cooking. It 
saves both time and fuel, and is s0 
light that it can be easi:y set out of the 
way when not in use.

Don't waste gas when heating a room 
with a gas heater. Anything that must 
sinimer, from soups to pot roasts, can 
be cooked on top of the stove.

HE big football game _to- 
7 day in the East is that of 

Harvard and Yale at 
Cambridge. Other games in the 
East are the Army-Syracuse, 
Amherst-Brown, Lafayette - Le- 
high and the Navy-Virginia 
Polytechnie. 

In the West the two games of 
‘redominant importance are the 
Chieago-Carlisle and the Wis- 
eonsin-Minnesota contests. Be- 
sides these we have lowa State 
vs. Union of Iowa and Notre 
Mame vs. Purdue. In the far 
West we have Southern Califor- 
nia vs. Occidental, a minor game. 

One of the freak sides of foot- 
ball and one that has been great- 
ly overworked in the last two 
weeks, is what is called bear- 
stories. The underlying cause of 
these woeful stories that always 
‘manate from the enemy’s camp 
‘s the fact of overconfidence. 
This one factor has decided so 
many contests that coaches, 


trainers and students generally keep up these stories in the hope 
that it will get the opponents off their guard. 


Stories of this kind are of very many 
different sorts. Some always recount 
how many men are on the injured list 
and how many are in the hospital. One 
university here in the State had 11 men 
on the list at one time and when the 
fame started they were all in harness. 
Another good stunt is to claim that cer- 
tain star players are going ‘stale,’ or 
are overtrained or have been trained too 
*‘fine,”’ etc. 

To Breed Overconfidence. 

The object in all of them is to breed 
overconfidence in the opponents’ rank 
and give the opponents a spirit of un- 
ealled-for security. Undoubtedly many 
victories have been won due to these 
‘tactics. 
~ On the other hand, some of the “‘bear 
stories’’ are absolutely true. For the 
past week Coach Stagg has been send 
ing forth pitiful stories of the weakness 
of his champion squad. First Steffen 
Was injured and then Capt. De Tray 
had his ankle so badly sprained that 
he had to have his shoe cut from the 
foot after practice. In fact, it was a 
fatal ‘blow to Chicago's chances and the 
Indians were sure to have & romp of it. 

Yesterday, however, we learn that 
Steffen is in the pink of condition;’’ 
that De Tray will play the game of his 
life and that the entire University of 
Chicago team is “fit to kill’’ and the 
men are whetting their teeth for a bite 
of the aborigines. 

Indians Also RBears. 

On the Indian side, Glenn Warner was 
not slower than Coach Stage.

CA?"“BRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 23.—The 
outcome of the Yale-Harvard contest 
today is a condUndrum in more senses 
than one. Conjectures upon the score
